MIAMI (AP) — A bomb trig- 
gered at a fancy downtown sup- 
perclub last night showered Mi- 
ami’s Biscayne blvd. with con- 
crete and glass but no one was 
injured. 

The club, “Les Violins,” a Cu- 
ban-owned restaurant that fea- 
tures Flamenco dancers and 
strolling violinists, was closed 
as is usual on Mondays. The 
bomb exploded at about 1 11:30 
p.m. ' 

Plate glass windows were 
shattered at a florist shop 
across the six-lane main boule- 
vard, a two-story insurance of- 
fice building and other build- 
ings in_the area. The explosion 
was the latest in a wave of| 
bombings and tear-gas incidents 
at places owned or frequented 
by Cubans.
